Dr. Gomes took.for 
his text Gen, 28, 16—Vere Dominus est in loco 
tsto, ed ego nesciebam. “Verily, thia place is 
holy and I knew not.” He pointed to those 
venerable ruins, that immense pile of granite 
erect asa plumb-lineand indestructible, that ma> 
gestic facade, which has stood for three cen: 
tories in all its architectural beauty, as evid- 
ences acclaiming the sanctity of the spot, 
Religious sentiments were bound up in that 
gigantic monument, and many had admired in 
it the wonders of art, Those coule that ware 
onimated by faith read on that broad page of 
granite, writ in black letters, ihe most shamefi! 
history of paganism over Christianity, Those 
were sacred precincts that at one time had been 
the nursery of many Portuguese missiooaries 
in China, of many preachers of the Gospel, of 
many messengers of civilization and of many 
martyrs ia the East, Holy were those sacred 
precincts where were interred the remains of 
their elders, for there was the cemetery of their 
ancestors. But, the Rev. Father, suid: No, no, 
that place could not be holy when, ten months 
ago, for the first time he ascended that monu- 
mental flight of steps that led to those venerated 
ruins, and beheld the sights that met his gaze,
